A QUESTION OF HEALTH. 


Be as Careful of Your Stomachs as 
Animals Are of Theirs. 

There is a great deal of discussion nowa- 

ays as to how (hings ought to be cooked; there 

re even cooking-schools. But is it not just 
as important to find out first what things are 
fit to be cooked? 

An eminent student of dietetics says: Ot 
all the anima's man is the most careless about 
what be eats: se that the creature of reason 
appears at times inferior to the creature of 
mere instinct. Yet proper food, ina state of 
nature or cultivated, abounds for all. Art 
supplements, Nature rendering the supply 
almost infinitely varied. Hence all that we 
ha ve to do is to use our five senses in selecting 
the thlags to put into our stomachs. This 
will go very far toward solving the all-im- 
portant problem of health.” 

We ail know this well enough, but for vari- 
ous reasons we turn our bolies into mere 
stuffng-machines. If it were not so there 
would be no market for unwholetome edi- 
bles, and the number of doctors would be- 
come beautifully less. Take. for instance, 
the oyster, an article of food than which 
there is nothing more healthful or more 
grateful to the palate. Its dest: nation 
would seem to be the human stomach, 60 
readily does it assimilate and become a part 
of us. 

The most delicious and most nutritious of 
all the products of the sea, good for strong 
men and a tonic forstomachs too weak for 
any other substantial food. The best physi- 
cians, by whom are meant those who know 
how to help Nature most by consulting the 
laws of health, which is the chief law of all, 
prescribe this succulent dish in some one of 
the many forms in which it may be temptingly 
served for patients who turn away nauseated 
by the sight of almost any other diet. It will 
always be a luxury to garnish the tables and 
tickie the palates of the rich, yet it has got to 
be almost a necessity. The very poor even 
must have their oysters once in awhiie. But 
there are oysters and oysters. They are not 
all perfect; they are not all presented to us as 
Nature offers them to omniveroug man. And 
this is the point of this article. In order to 
come up to the estimate we have piaced upon 
them as an appet z nx. nutritious, wholesome 
article of diet, they must be absolutMy fresh. 
sweet and clean: and asa conservator of the 
health, as well as of the morals of our con- 
stituency, we must put our readers on their 
guard. Inspect your oysters and know just 
what they are before you buy them, but at 
any rato before you swallow them. It may be 
your fancy to have your game “high; to 
relish your canvass-back only when it has 
dropped away from its tall featners. But the 
quicker yeu can get your trout out of the water 
and onto the coals, or into the fryine-pan, the 
better: so of oysters. The least taint or 
suspicion of age about them suggests the 
slop-barrel. Thia is why our visitors from the 
Atlantic scaboard, who are not informed, may 
think it necessary to abstain from this wonted 
luxury until they recross the continent. They 
are correct to the extent of their information. 
They know that there are no native oysters to 
their taste here, and like some of our own peo- 
ple, perhaps, they fall into the error that we 
get all eastern oysters directly from the East. 
This is a scrious mistake. We have two kinds 
of eastern oysters: those that are old and 
those that are fresh and sweet. The former 
come to us as follows: They are taken out of 
beds at New York, Baltimore and New Or- 
leans. wih the exception of those from the 
last named point, where they are got from the 
warm waters of the Gulf and are stringy ond 
tough, they are first-class oysters; that is, at 
the start. but consider the processes they are 
put through before they reach this market. 
They are shipped a thousand miles or more 
into the interior of the continent in tubs and 
barrels to save freight, to Chicago, St. Louis 
and Kaneas City, as distributing pointe. 
There they are washed in fresh water, canned 
and shipped here, there, and everywhere. In 
this manipulation the natural juices of the 
oyster are destroyed; they are made to puff up 
and assume a whitish chalky color 
Tneir flavor is gone, and, what is 
more, the substance the oyster is 
again drawn upon and a secretion is 
deposited, which the

can be imagined; or, still better, ite can be ae 
ter mined by inspection and comparison with 
that otber kind of eastern oysters referred to. 
We mean the positively perfect bivalve which, 
being transplanted frem Atlantic beds in the 
Bay of San Francieco, matures from the 
seedlings here and comes to your plate di- 
rectly from its native brine. The fact is, and 
it is high time that not only our eastern visi- 
tors but our own people, for the sake of 
health and proper home pride, should know 
that the supply of oysters cultivated in San 
Francisco Bay is ample to meet the wh: le de- 
mands of the Pacific Coast, from Victoria 
to San Diego, and ffom San Francisco to Salt 
Lake, with blue points, saddle rocks, and 


every other variety of the best 
oysters fresh every, day from this 
point. In the Bay south of San 


Francisco these extensive oyster beds 
are as good as tbere are in the world; 
they have been carefully and ecientifically 
handled and yield an abundant osster crop, 
wh/ch, to say the least. is as fine in every re- 
spect as was ever produced irom the same 
seedlings on the Atlantic shores. The point 
of this article is to call attention to a vital 
question. Those who are wise will take the 
hint. Weeattolive. We have in the oyster 
market of San Francisco the cho'ce of what is 
absolutely fresh, pure, palatable and health- 
ful, as againet what in the nature of things, 
is ola, stale, inferior and more or less noxious 
to the stomach and injurious to the health. 
Don't wait until your oysters are served. Get 
at them before the cook does. Take a sniff 
when the can is first opened or when the shell 
is firet lifted. We should do this naturally as 
a common-sense precaution. But we do not: 
apparently we have to be warned against evil 
all the time.

A TOTAL ECLIPSE. 


Today is an interesting one to the 
astronomers, a total eclipse of the sun 
occurring in a narrow belt of the south- 


ern continent. The American astron- 


omers were taken there in the United 
States ship Pensacola, and nearly 
every prominent government bas rep- 
resentatives on the spot, while astrdn- 
omers all over the country are hoping 
for pleasant weather. 

The term eclipse implies, in its gen- 
eral application, a total or partial ob- 
scuring of one celestial body by 
another, and three general forms of 
the phenomena are recognized by as- 
tronomers: The solar eclipse, either 
entire, as the one today, or partial; the 
lunar eclipse, when the shadow of the 
earth obscures the moon, and the 
eclipses of satellites or the obscur- 
ing of the satellite of a planet by the 
shadow of the primary. The total 
eclipse of the sun is the rarest and 
most interesting, and its effect upon 
human beings and animals is often re- 
markable. It has so happened on sev- 
eral occasions in new countries that 
explorers, knowing of an eclipse, have 
pretended to have great power, 
and to prove it have offered 
to darken the sun on a given 
day, to the consternation of the na- 
tives. Ignorant people are alarmed 
and terrified, and even those who fully 
understand the cause have a feeling of 
bewilderment. The air grows per- 
ceptibly cooler; chickens go to rest, 
animals of all kinds seek their houses, 
evidently thinking it night. The phe- 
nomena of interest to astronomers at 
this time is entirely different, and it 
may be of interest to know some of the 
points that they are watching today in 
Africa. During a complete solar 
eclipse, what are known as red promi- 
nences and sierra, the corona or radi- 
ated corona are seen, while there are 
other points that are of greater or less 


nences were discovered in the eclipse 
of July 8, 1842, and nine years later it 
was fully shown that they had some- 
thing to do with the sun, 
as the watching astronomers saw 
the moon distinctly move over 
them. At first it was thought they 
were objects on the surface, and there 
was much speculation as to their 
nature until 1868, when, during the 
Indian eclipse, as it was called, it was 
shown by spectroscopic analysis that 
the projections and prominences were 
huge masses of glowing matter. To 
the fewwho are fortunate in having 
observed these phenomena is reserved 
the privilege of seeing something that 
passes the sublime, something that the 
human mind cannot comprehend. One 
astronomer saw about the circumpolar 
regions of the sun small and erratic 
jets of matter flaming upward fitfully. 
Turning to the spots, the portions 
which are supposed to have some effect 
upon the weather, he saw jets of 
bright flame-like matter 
ing, appearing and disappearing; 
some originated as rectilinear 
jets, some yertical, some oblique or 


onward—a curling, vibrating, seeming 


the molecules of space one hundred 
and sixty thousand miles distant, to 
bend and fall back like the spray of a 
jet of phosphorescent water. The 
shapes these Titanic forms take are 
endless. Trees eighty or one hundred 
thousand miles high, branches thou- 
sands of miles long, ovals, spheres, 
mountains, are some of the specters 
that met the eye, and in all probabil- 
ity are meeting the eyes of astrono- 
mers today in Africa. Another phe- 
nomenon which will be seen and 
watched today, called the sierra, 18 a 
red-colored envelope, which appears 
to be continuous about the sun for 
a depth of several thousand mifes. 
This is also known as the chroma- 
tosphere. The observations which have 
been made of it are as remarkable as 
in the former case; the surface showing 
strange forms, jets and points of flame 
or light. These jets dash into space 
thousands of miles, and Prof. Young 
was the fortunate observer of a solar 
eruption, in which matter showing 
evidence of hydrogen was hurled 
two hundred thousand miles into space. 
The corona referred to will be the ob- 
served of observers today, as some new 
discovery is mede at every eclipse; and 
upon these and other points the minds 
of the astronomical world are turned 
this morning. The fact that we are to 
have one of the finest observatories in 
the world on Wilson’s Peak brings this 
matter home to us this Sunday morn- 
ing. This science is of all perhaps the 
mostennobling. The average man or 
womun cannot take up its study with- 
out becoming better and having a 
loftier view of life, and those who can 
gaze into the heavens, see all the won- 
ders portrayed with a realizing sense 
of what it all means, can but accept 
the facts there presented as the testi- 
mony of the presence of not merely 
mind in Nature, but a maker of whose 
greatness and majesty the human 
mind has no conception. These in- 
vestigations into science should be 
encouraged by the people and by 
the press. America is leading to- 
day in all branches of science, and 
we should not stop here. It is 
sometimes difficult for the layman 
to see how the masses are benefited by 
sending a costly expedition to Africa 
to take the chances of seeing the 
eclipse, which a rainy day may ruin; 
butthe results are great. The sci- 
entific reports of these investigations

Charles Dudley Warner Coming to 
Plan and Plant. 

Pomona, Dec. 20.—|Correspondence 
of Tue TIIES.] The Pomona Con- 
gregational 
miles north of this place, closed yester- 
day (Thursday) for the holiday vaca- 
tion. 

The special election on the 28th 
inst., that has been called to vote upon 
bonds to the amount of $23,000 for the 
erection of a new public school build- 
ing here, is the ail-absording topic of 
conversation i omona. The present 
schoo! building Ys too small for the 681 
pupils of the district, and to accom- 
modate the large and increasing num— 
ber temporary buildings have been 
erected and apartments leased in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. These are in- 
suflicient, and the pupils are not hav- 
ing the attention that is necessary for 
a good school education. With the 
proposed new central school buildin 
there will be ample room for all sch — 
children for several years. 

Seth Richards, the millionaire owner 
of the largest navel orange orcbard in 
the world, located at North Pomona, 
has been here for a week and will 
spend the next few months in looking 
after his property. He has this week 
given an order for 12.000 more navel 
orange trees, to be set out on his prop- 
erty. He has 18,000 trees planted 
there already. An orchard of 30,000 
trees is, indeed, a vast one. 

Charles Dudiey Warner, the author 
and editor, is expected here in Janu- 
ary to look after the planting of his 
10 acres between Pomona and Ontario, 
to oranges, lemons and _ figs. Mr. 
Warner has given the order for his 
orange trees already, and the land has 
been prepared for the planting, for 
weeks. A residence will be built on 
the place next spring. 

The new $12,000 M. E. Church in Po- 
mona will be dedicated either the first 
or second Sunday of January. Bishop 
Warren is expected here to conduct 
the dedicatory ceremonies. 

The fruit cannery in this lace, 
which bas been bought by a syndicate 
of Pomona, Riverside and Oakland 
men, will be overhauled and enlargea 
to double its present capacity after 
next January. About $4500 will be 
expended in the work. The place will 
be put in condition to can all kinds of 
vegetabies and every deciduohs fruit 
inthe Pomona Valley.
